This is an early SA-2 shipboard radar indicator. 

The dial is about 8" across. The two diamonds 

are mounted on a servo to indicate direction to target. 
The compass dial in the center is actually a ship 
compass repeater. The serial number is 100A. 

An old paper tag attached said: "SA-2, #5 of 8." 

The computer disk in the upper left corner 

is a size reference. 


VVVV VV VV 


This is the thing that was actually used by the operators to get the 
bearing information. The PPI scope (normally mounted next to this box in 
most SA applications), generally thought of as the "standard" radar 
display, could show bearing and range nicely, but not with much accuracy. 
In general, an operator would acquire the target on the PPI, then manually 
train the antenna to point at the target of interest. The little diamonds 
would follow the position of the antenna. Bearing was measured simply by 
seeing where the diamonds were in relation to the compass repeater. 


Does anyone have any information about this indicator? 
What a great display item in a Navy fan's den! 

I'd like to learn the history behind the SA-2.

That was probably me. 


The SA-2 and SA-3 (the last of the SA series) were most likely contracted 
to keep RCA happy, and as a backup incase GE ran into problems. From 

the contract number, it looks like the papers were signed sometime in 
1943, so the actual equipment probably finally left the factory 

sometime in 1944. 


The SA series is a VHF set, initially used for both air and surface search 
roles. It was the first production surface search set to be contracted, 
but not the first to see service - the GE made SC beat it out. Of the two, 
the SAs proved to be poor performers compared to the SCs (and later SKs, 
essentially upgraded SCs). SAs were fitted to quite a few ships, but I 
doubt many still had them by war's end. The SCs and SKs, on the other 
hand, saw service into the 1950s. 


There are bits of SAs floating about out there, probably hidden in barns. 
The only "whole" SA (I do not know what series) I know of is in the 
Smithsonian Institution, on the fake bridge they have set up in the 
American History museum. It shares its spot with a tiny SN. 


Oh, I am still in the market for two RCA/U.S.Navy 8014A triodes. These 


weird things were used in the SA transmitters.

Glad to provide you with some pre-breakfast cheer. (I'm cheerful before 
breakfast by nature, but I'm told that often passes with the coming of 
curmudgeonhood. ;-) No "Ranger reverence" was expressed or implied by me, 
although I do admit to being fond of the Ranger, despite its flaws. Heck, 
I'm fond of every boatanchor I own. But I don't have a Ranger Shrine in my 
back yard that points toward Waseca. In your mirth, however, you missed my 
point. The Ranger and the T-150 are both 80-10m (or 6m) AM/CW transmitters 
with built-in VFOs, produced around the same time, so it would seem logical 
to compare them. A closer look reveals that the T-150 is anything but a 
Ranger, even a "poor man's Ranger." The Ranger has a reasonably good keyed 
VFO, plate modulation, a clamp tube, a nice stiff chassis, and a power 
supply up to the task of sustained operation in AM. The VFO is usable even 
on 10m CW. The T-150 has none of those things. Provisions were made to add 
an outboard plate modulator to the T-150, but the power supply is already 
overtaxed, so why bother? However bad the Ranger VFO design is (or isn't) 
The T-150's VFO has neither the mechanical nor the electrical stability of 
the Ranger's, not by a long shot. Maybe that means the T-150 is really, 
really bad, but that's another discussion. 

As for outboard VFOs - won't argue with you about the wisdom of that. 
It's just that the rigs I own with built-in VFOs are good enough.

I changed all of the 
caps and most of the resistors with new. This Viking II had the B 

modification done. Looks like it was done at the factory, nevertheless, I 
replaced all the components in the audio section also. My audio section uses 
2ea. 6AU6's. (original configuration) 

I have heard that better results may be obtained by replacing the 6AU6's 

with let's say a 12AX7 and a 6AQ5. I am sure I will be using a D-104 or some 
other Xtal mic. 

Of course to modify the audio section requires a bigger hole for a 9 pin socket.

The ave in the 303 features 
a fast attack and slow decay, in keeping with SSB requirements. 
The oscillator for the 6BE6 converter is xtal controlled in the 
303 and is self controlled in the 300. You already know about 

the Q-multiplier in lieu of the xtal filter; neither matches a 
good multipole xtal bandpass filter w/bandpass tuning which 
neither has. Even with the 303, National was still not smart 
enough to use a product detector for SSB/CW. There is a review 

of the NC-303 in QST for Apr 59 which covers the differences and

On is a Navy 
version of the Hallicrafters S-27, 


CHL-46130. Are there any differences between this and the S-27D? 


The other Rx is missing all tage. It is obviously U.S.Navy. Black 
wrinkle paint, about 9" 

high, 12" wide and about 15" deep. It slides out of it's light aluminium 
cover from the front. 

The top of this cover steps down about two and a half an inchs back from 
the front panel to a 

removable lid held in place by 12 knurled and slotted head studs. 


Rx has 4 bands, 2 - 3.6, 3.6 - 6.5, 6.5 - 11.4, 11.4 - 20 


It appears to be Bendix with 4 coil assemblies somewhat similar to 
RA-10B or some of the 

compass rx's. This is on the underside of the chassis with an associated

The 300 had no noise limiter that would work with the BFO on; a 
diode clipper is included in the 303. The ave in the 303 features 
a fast attack and slow decay, in keeping with SSB requirements. 
The oscillator for the 6BE6 converter is xtal controlled in the 
303 and is self controlled in the 300. You already know about 

the Q-multiplier in lieu of the xtal filter; neither matches a 
good multipole xtal bandpass filter w/bandpass tuning which 
neither has. Even with the 303, National was still not smart 
enough to use a product detector for SSB/CW. There is a review 

of the NC-303 in QST for Apr 59 which covers the differences and 
"improvements" over the 300 in fine detail. A nice NC300 product 
review was done by KDOHG in Electric Radio some yrs back. My copy 
does not have the mo/yr on it. Perhaps another list member can 
provide the date and other references.

Funny you should ask. I have been thinking of compiling a comparison of 
the two, Knowing someone would be asking as I take every snide remark 
opportunity I see about the '303 which, among other things, seems to be the 
nation's first example of the "gold" chrome that is so appealing to pimps and 
rock musicians. 


The 300, 1955-58, is a great gray box in the old style. Inside is a 
double conversin RX with IFs at 2215 and 80 kc. The first is to knock down 
images, the second to give selectivity. In that second IF they switch 
tightness of coupling to affect degrees of selectivity, AND, they fit a 
crystal filter. Crystal filters are dynamite on CW. They exhibit a peaked 
response that is near ideal, but not "steep sided and flat toped" as the 
choice would be for SSB. Both rigs cover 160-10M and have 5 mc wide slots 
for VHF converters. 


The 303, 1958-62 drops the crystal filter, for which I will never 
forgive them. But I do understand why they did it. A crystal filter 
requires a skilled person to install and align and, to some extent, a skilled 
person to use. It was replaced with a Q-multiplier, a stable regenerative 
stage which is a versitile addition to any RX, but no crystal filter. There 


are markings on the dials and such that suggest the '303 is a SSB RX, but I 
don't see that it is. The elusive flat top, steep side response does not 
come from a Q multiplier, either; it comes from a crystal filter with 
multiple poles, usually four or more. 


So, what is wrong with a '303? It lacks the crystal filter and it 
looks like it belongs in a New Orleans bawdy house. The upgrade, in other 
words, is a cheapening for $100 more than the '300's $349.95. In that price 
range, the Hammarlund HQ-170 was available for $10 more than the '300 and $90 
less than the monstrosity. The Hammarlund had TRIPLE conversion with a last 
IF even lower (60 kc) and thus more effective plus a Q multiplier and what we 
would soon call RIT too. It is my nominee for best all time v. tube RX, but 
I do not extend that to its general coverage cousin, the HQ-180. Triple 
conversion is an effective means to an end, but the possibilities of spurs 
and other problems become crushing when one tries to apply it to a 0.5 to 30 
mc range. 


Right after these rigs were designed (mid '50s) the shift to 
transceivers, which starts in '57 with the KWM-1, knocked big RXs off the 
design boards and they never really came back. A modern upscale RX will have 
a first IF above the covered frequencies, often around 45 mc, and jump down 
to a crystal filter, or several. Of course, you have to "taylor make" the 
modern RX which means you don't get a complete rig unless you ante $800 for 
extra filters. The old timers were complete in themselves, as we all try to 
be.

I guess when I was a kid I had always wanted an NC-300. The massive bank 
vault knob and dial really appealed to me. The advertisements were also 
very effective at portraying it as the ultimate receiver. When I finally 
got one about a year ago, I kept it for a while but could not escape the 
conclusion that even though it peaked and spec'ed out, adn worked the way it 
was supposed to, it just seemed to be a fairly mediocre performer -- fun to 
operate, but not worth my limited desktop space. I sold it to another list 
member here in the DC area who also couldn't wait to get his hands on it and 
then couldn't wait to sell it. 


Granted this is a sample of one, and all the collectors that I talked to 
said that the NC's as a rule were a pale imitation of the HRO's. Obviously 
the ideal thing would be to somehow get your hands on one or borrow it 
before you buy.

The NC-300 and NC-303 have exactly the same 6BE6 "CWO" circuit. The NC-303 
manual advises to set the RF gain control until the S-Meter reads "S-1" for 
SSB reception. The only real difference is the addition of the "SSB" 
position on the function switch which differed from the "CW" position only 
in that it allowed the AGC to operate on SSB and the BFO pitch control was 
relabled from "1" and "2" to read "SB1" and "SB2". The AGC was modified 
with a diode and 1 MF cap to give a fast attack / slow decay response. 


By the way, there was an article published in CQ Magazine, written by the 
National Service Manager, describing the modification of the second 
conversion oscillator in the NC-300 for crystal control. The crystal was 
mounted "inside" the oscillator coil can. Hate to think what it took to 
get it in there! My NC-300 had the mod when I got it.

> The only real difference is the addition of the "SSB"

THe NC-300 also has separate SSB and CW mode switch positions ... AGC 
is on in the SSB position, and off in the CW position. AGC action on 

SSB is there, but meager at best - not helped at all by the fact that 

the RF gain has to be backed off so far. 


I get the sense that except for the crystal controlled 2nd 
oscillator (beneficial), the sideband selection scheme (no real 
incremental benefit), the Q-multiplier (not a good move), 

and the color scheme (opinions vary), the '303 has no real 
differences that would explain the considerable difference in market 
price of the receivers, and none that would make a marked difference 
in performance. 


Compared to, say, my SX-101A, I am relatively unimpressed by the 
NC-300. Even on AM the audio recovery seems weak and lacks the 
presence of what the SX-101 or HQ-170/180 or 513-3 produces from the 
same signal -- although its probably an unfair comparison. 


My NC-300 is currently undergoing disassembly to fix slop in the dial 
pointer string, and take a look at the paper cap situation. Maybe 

my opinion will improve after recapping and a good realignment. I wish 
it played as good as it looks :-)

The difference between audio transformers as to their use is 
the amount of power they transfer and the circuit components that are 
used. For instance, the modulation transformer in the Ranger 
transmitter transfers audio to the plate of the final amplifier because 
its secondary is in series with that plate high voltage supply. If I 
remove the secondary from the plate circuit of the 6146, I can use that 
secondary as an interstate (driver) transformer to drive the grids of a 
pair of 811s or 810s which may modulate a pair of 4-400As or, 
alternately drive the grids of another stage of audio such as a pair of 
4-1000A modulators. 


How you use the transformer you have is limited only by its inherent 
noise figure, impedance and power ratings.

Now for my two cents on the NC300/303 issue. I have a 303 and a pair of 300's 
and I think they're great. I have a reprint of an article by Bill Kleronomos 
(sp?) that I believe was in ER before I started my subscription. In this 


article, Bill states that he can't understand the big difference in price 
between the 300 and Collins A1, A2, and A3's on the used market since in his 
words "there is little difference in performance". The article heaps praise 
on the 300 and I agree with all Bill has to say, particularly as regards 
stability - and this is the 300 that doesn't have the crystal controlled 
converter. I like the 303 even better and have one set up in one operating 
position with a 32V3 and a 75A4. At the flick of a switch, I can select 
either the 75A4 or the 303. Believe it or not, I more often grab the 303. 

And yes, I have the 500 cycle cw filter for the A4. Not knocking the A4 - I 
love it too- but the 303 is no slouch and I love the feel of that inertia 
wheel tuning. Also, the 303 has over a foot of bandspread for each band and 
something that makes it a real pleasure to band-hop. I am on 40 cw 99% of the 
time but occasionally like to switch over to 80 to see what's happening. With 
the 303, when I switch over to 80, I'm right in the same relative part of the 
band that I was on 40. I get dizzy cranking the A4 even to find the amateur 
band when switching - much less the right portion of it (cw). 


All radios have their strengths and weaknesses and that's why this is such a 
fun hobby. I just couldn't let a couple of my old National "friends" be 
maligned without defending their honor.

More seriously, that interphone set includes a BC-347C interphone 
amplifier and dynamotor PE-86, which is sort of a stand-alone command 
receiver dyno. This particular series involving the BC-347 amplifier 
RC-34, 35, 36, 51, and 175) never seemed to get an AN designator like 
AN/AIC-x, for some reason. It was a modification of the well known and 
beloved RC-36, engraving a "VHF/liason" position on the selector switch 
in place of just "liason". Through a very clever and complex 
architecture, one could make the BC-1366 do double duty. (For the radio 
operator you connected that position to the BC-348 output and blacked 
out the "VHF" engraving. Did the opposite for the crew members, 
connecting to the VHF receiver audio output.) Otherwise it is identical 
to the BC-366 jackbox. Used in the late B-17s and all the B-29s, among 


other aircraft. The RC-36 or one of its other variations is required 
equipment for any serious WWII aircraft radio collector/operator, as it 
gives more oomph to the sometimes marginal volume available out of the 
radios of the period.

A lot of stuff I have came as surplus from University of Wisconsin. The 
older stuff has shiny brass UW property tags screwed to it, usually. Five 
minutes after I get the gizmo, the tag is history, and I look for ways to 
plug the screw holes. 


Ditto the Tek 545 scope that had an inventory tag that said HAMMOND ORGAN 
COMPANY, as well as the CA dual trace plug-in that was tagged SANDIA 
NATIONAL LABORATORIES / WHITE SANDS MISSLE BASE. 


Ran into only one case where I considered leaving a property / inventory 
tag. 


When I came into my Bird 43 wattmeter, it had a tag that piqued my 
interest, as well as offending my aesthedic sense... Stuck in the middle 
of that flawless gray paint job on the meter was a stick-on barcode tag 
that declared the wattmeter to be the property of NASA! Not yer typical 
surplus. I really have to wonder what they were doing with it; in addition 
to two aluminum shipping plugs / dummy elements, the somewhat battered 
leather case also contained three elements, ALL 2.5 watt full scale, for 
the 75 MHz range! 


I sorta agonized over pulling the tag, and not only for possible "historic" 
reasons; I was afraid of the glue (a sort of rubbery contact cement, as it 
turned out) damaging the paint job during removal. 


When the decision was finally made (NASA must die!!!), I sorta 
experimented. Putting the meter in the freezer overnight made the cement 


brittle. A pocket knife blade carefully stuck under the edge of the tag 
allowed it to be popped off cleanly. A heat gun applied to the spot allowed 
the last traces of the cement to be rolled off without any trace of paint 
damage; it now looks like there was never a tag there. 


I suppose if I ran into something that had a tag reading PROPERTY OF 
ALAMOGORDO LABORATORIES AND TEST SITE, 1945, or SHIPS INVENTORY, USS 
ARIZONA, I might have second thoughts about pulling the tag <grin>, but 
that's hardly likely to happen. I say pull ‘em. 


BIW... there was one exception to that... 


I had a small, X-band klystron test generator, apparently either homebrewed 
by the military, or custom made in small lot, that had a HUGE, polished 
brass property tag screwed to one side of the portable case; PROPERTY OF 
CHERRY POINT MCAS / U.S. MARINE CORPS. No nomenclature plate or other 
identification on the generator. 


I pulled it off and got a surprise; the plate doubled as an access panel 
for replacing the klystron! 


THAT one stayed. Especially once I discovered that the klystron shell was 
about 250 VDC above ground, and the plate shielded it! 


Now that I think of it... one other exception... 


In my ART-13, I have an 0-16 oscillator plug-in (ie, the 200 - 1500 KHz 
VFO). That one has (inside, where it can't be seen without pulling the top 
cover) a really neat looking brass plate PROPERTY OF THE ROYAL CANADIAN AIR 
FORCE, complete with the RCAF crest. It was so funky looking, I didn't have 
the heart to pull it.

After sending the last message, I suddenly remembered something. It was 
brought to mind by the writer who mentioned the graffitti scratched into 
the BC-348 nomenclature plate. 


About 10 years ago, a guy that I work with bought a BC-375 (about ten 
bucks... Oh my...) for the purpose of salvaging the roller inductor. 


Anyone who's ever tried it will tell you that taking apart a BC-375 is a 
MAJOR problem; the screws were dipped into green paint before assembly to 
keep them from vibrating loose. In this case, the best way to go was a 
hammer and chisel on the screw heads to get inside of the tank circuit 
compartment. 


When we got the side panel off, we made an interesting discovery. 


It appears that the radio operator who used this rig also used it as a 
place to hide things from inspecting officers... either that, or he 
believed in the old Boy Scout motto, "Be Prepared", in case he was shot 
down over enemy territory.
